“Champ” Fulfills All Prophecies 


Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac Up To Date 
By WILLIAM A. PRESCOTT 











into the rather dangerous habit of making prophe- 

cies as to what some certain cow, sire, or breedinz 
establishment will do. Occasionally these prophesies fail 
to mature, in which case we preserve a discreet silence on 
the subject. In other cases, however, the prophesies are 
fulfilled in good measure, in which event we seldom fail to 
congratulate ourselves publicly upon our _ prophetic 
powers. 

The latter is the case with Champion Echo Sylvia Pon- 
tiac, herd sire at Senator A. C. Hardy’s Avondale Farm, 
Brockville, Ont. In September 1920, this publication car 
ried a feature story entitled, “Champ’—The Big Excep 
tion” pointing out how exceptional it was for a son of the 
greatest milker of all time to have such a splendid record 
as a sire, he at that time having 12 A. R. O. daughters. 
His first three-year-old daughter had just made 729 Ibs. 
milk with nearly 28 lbs. butter. A two-year-old had made 
28 lbs. and a yearling 26 lbs. while five other two-year-olds 
had passed the 20-lb. mark. In July 1922, came a second 
story of this great sire, who had increased his list of A. R. 
0. daughters to thirty-six, his ninth 30-lb. daughter being 
reported by wire just as we went to press. Another year 
rolis around and we find that up to date, Champion Echo 
Sylvia Pontiac has sixty tested daughters, either in the

_ A. R. O. or in the corresponding Canadian R. O. M. In 


the past 12 months, he has added three more to his 30-lb. 
list, one of them being his fourth 30- 
Ib. two-year-old. A heifer that a year 
ago had 34 lbs. as a three-year-old has 
come back at 4% years with 37 Ibs., 
making her second milk record above 
750 Ibs. Another senior two-year-old 
daughter has broken the world’s milk 
records in her class for the short-time 
divisions. His sons* have also come 
into prominence as sires during the 
past year, one of his granddaughters 
breaking several world’s records and 
others making nearly as good a show- 
ing. 

; The following statistics give some 
justification for many prophecies that 
have been made of Champion Echo 
Sylvia Pontiac during the past three 
or four years. He has, as we have 
said, sixty tested daughters, twelve 
of them with 30 Ibs. or better and two 
of them being 30-lb. repeaters, mak- 
ing a total of fourteen 30-lb. records 
Standing to his credit. Of the four- 
teen, four were made in two-year-old 
form, four in three-year-old form, four 
4s four-year-olds and only two by ma- 
ture cows. The average age at which 





the fourteen 30-lb. records were made is 3 years, 9 months, 
2 days, and the fourteen records average 32.51 lbs. butter 
from 575.7 lbs. milk. Following is a complete list of his 
30-lb. daughters:

The first two on the list made their 
records in the canadian R. O. M. and 
will not be found on the American 
books, although just as “official” as 
the A. R. O. records. The two re- 
ferred to are the 37-lb. four-year-old 
who also has a 34-lb. three-year-old 
record and the 36-lb. senior two-year- 
old Canadian champion, whose 30-day 
record of 141 lbs. is a world’s record. 

Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac has 
twenty-five two-year-old daughters 
above 20 lbs. butter, the twenty-four 
averaging 25.81 ibs. and including 
four from 30 to 36 lbs. Special men- 
tion should be made of his senior 2- 
year-old daughter, Eco-Sylv Mech- 
thilde, who recently set new world’s 
records for milk production in the 
short-time divisions. In 7 days she 
produced 29.68 lbs. butter, 703.8 Ibs. 
milk, with 740.4 lbs. milk for her best 
7 consecutive days. In 30 days, 116.93 
Ibs. butter, 3092.3 lbs. milk, and in 60 
days, 229.48 Ibs. butter, 5856.8 Ibs. 
milk. Her highest day was 112.2 lbs. 

Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac is 
the only sire of any breed to have 
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more than one 30-lb. two-year-old daughter, or in other 
words, he has as many as any other four sires that ever 
lived. Twenty-six of his two-year-old daughters have milk- 
ed over 400 Ibs. in 7 days on official test, the twenty-six 
averaging 484.3 lbs. and including ten from 500 to 703.8 
lbs. His entire list of forty-seven two-year-olds average 
21.69 lbs. butter from 431.5 lbs. milk. This includes all his 
two-year-old daughters that have been officially reported 
and does not include a few on which we have unofficial 
reports from the owners and for which the exact figures 
are lacking. His entire list of nineteen three-year-olds 
average 24.61 lbs. butter from 536.2 Ibs. milk, including 
three above 34 lbs. and six others from 25 to 30 lbs. He 
is likewise the only sire to have three-year-olds milking 
over 700 Ibs.; he has a fourth in 2-year-old form and also 
has other 3-year-olds from 500 to 630 lbs. His nine four- 
year-olds average 28.98 lbs. butter from 639.2 lbs. milk, 
the number including four from 30 to 37.49 lbs. and three 
from 600 to 758 lbs. milk. Thus far only three mature 
records have been reported, two of them being 30-lb. rec- 
ords and the third 26 lbs. We find that his sixty daugh- 
ters have made seventy-nine 7-day records that average 
23.40 lbs. butter from 488.2 lbs. milk at the average age of 
3 years, 1 month. It is doubtful if any other sire with a 
list of comparable length can show such an average for 
both milk and butter for his entire list at so young an av- 
erage age. 

From the point of view of the long-time enthusiast, 
it is unfortunate that the management of Avondale Farms 
are opposed to the making of yearly records. This of 
course operates to prevent Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac 
from making much of a showing in the long-time division. 
We are glad to say, however, that whenever one of his 
daughters has been given an opportunity, she has made 
good on long test. To date, five of his daughters have 
made records for periods of 305 days or longer. Three of 
them in the 305-day division at an average age of 3 years, 
1 month, 23 days, average 770 lbs. butter from 18,513 Ibs. 
milk, the first to be tested breaking the world’s record for 
her age on strictly official ten months test. The other 
two were tested for the full 365 days at an average age of 
1 year, 11 months, 18 days, their records averaging 608 
lbs. butter from 15,152 Ibs. milk, which is a creditable 
average age considered. 


His Sons Making Good 


To date, Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac has seventeen 
proven sons, many of them getting their A. R. O. daugh- 
ters since the latest Blue Book, which credits him with 
only seven sons. Among the number are several that de- 
serve special mention. 

King Echo Sylvia Waldorf, owned by Woodlawn Dairy, 
Lincoln, Nebr., has several good record daughters, includ- 
ing a 29-lb. junior two-year-old with 607 lbs. milk, who 
holds the world’s record in her class for 30 days butter, 
60 days butter and 60 days milk. He is a show bull, hav- 
ing been several times a prize winner at the Nebraska 
State Fair, and before he was four years old, had sired 
two sons that had been grand champions at state fair 
shows. ‘ 

Another good son is Echo Sylvia King Model. owned by 
the Traverse City State Hospital, Traverse City, Mich., 
who now has twenty A. R. O. daughters, all two-year-olds, 
that average 16.93 lbs. butter from 377.4 lbs. milk at an 
average age of 2 years, 2 months, 23 days. Three of his 
2-year-olds have records from 21 to 24 lbs. and six of them 
have milk records from 400 to 557 lbs. One was a first 
place winner for milk in the 1922-23 Honor Lists. 

One of his oldest and best sons is King Echo Sylvia 
Model owned by the A. A. Hartshorn Holstein Co., of Ham- 
ilton, N. Y. This young sire has 18 tested daughters, in- 
cluding thirteen from 20 to 29 Ibs. At the head of his list 
is a 29-lb. three-year-old who is followed by a 25-lb. two- 
year-old and six other two-year-olds above 20 Ibs. 

George Smith’s Champion Echo Lodoga, out of one of 
the famous north country twins, is sire of a remarkable 
producer among his first to freshen. This heifer, Rem- 
leh Kekke Lodoga, freshening at 1 year, 8 months, made 
20.72 Ibs. butter, 529.6 lbs. milk, a New York State record 
for milk for heifers under 2 years, and a world’s record 
among heifers of her age. 

Other sons include Sir Echo Sylvia Pontiac Paul, own- 
ed by a syndicate of breeders at Morrisville, N. Y., who 
has six two-year-old daughters with records from 15 to 24 
lbs.; Echo Sylvia King, owned by the Texas A & M Col- 
lege, whose first daughters to be tested made respectively 
22 lbs. at 23 months and 20 lbs. at 24 months old; King 
Echo Sylvia Belle Model, who has a 28-lb. two-year-old 
daughter.

Having succeeded so well in our past prophecies, let 
us venture one for the future. At Avondale Farms may be 
seen a large number of calf and yearling daughters of 
Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac, which are about as uni- 
formly promising a lot of heifers as can be found in any 
man’s barn.

As an individual, Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac ranks 
with the very best of present day sires. He hag never 
been exhibited, as his owner considers him much too val 
uable a bull to be shipped about, but he has been pro- 
nounced by ‘several good judges who have seen him in the 
herd, to be good enough to hold up his end in almost any 
competition. His picture taken when he was a young bull 
does not begin to show his present day development. His . 
offspring unto the third and fourth generation have made 
a good showing whenever exhibited, proving once more 
the definite correlation between true type and production. 

Of the four sons of May Echo Sylvia bred at Avondale, 
“Champ” was the one selected by Senator Hardy for his 
own use, the others being sold for long prices from $106, 
000 down. The sire and dam of Champion Echo Sylvia 
Pontiac were mated with the definite idea of producing a 
herd sire. In the summer of 1914, just after May Echo 
Sylvia had broken the world’s milk récord for senior four- 
year-olds with 759 lbs., she was sent to New York State 
to be bred to a son of K. P. Pontiac Lass, who had just be- 
come the first 44-lb. cow. In due time, the bull was born, 
the dam proceeding to make a 36-lb. record and averaging 
113 lbs. milk a day for 120 days. Even without this rec 
ord, he would probably have been retained because of his 
own promising individuality and the good records that his 
dam already had made, but when one year later she pro- 
ceeded to make her 41-lb. record, and to milk over 1000 Ibs. 
in 7 days and to continue her world beating production 
for 100 days, there was no question about the matter at 
all. Her two more great records at 8 and 10 years old fo!- 
lowed to clinch the deal, but it was undoubtedly the strik- 
ing individuality and promise of his get and the produc 
ion as soon as they began to freshen that influenced Sen 
ator Hardy to hold to his original decision. 

The future of this sire will be watched with even great 
er interest than the past has been.

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From Renter to Owner with Pure Breds

work with what I consider the best people in the 

world—The Dairymen of the Knox-Warren County 
Cow Testing Association. As tester, for that organiza- 
tion, I had the opportunity to learn first hand the differ- 
ent ways that the respective dairymen had succeeded. 
Today, in analyzing the different methods with which 
those good practical dairymen operated their farms, one 
fact stands out vividly—they all had Pure bred Cattle 
who made the greatest success. And when I think of 
pure bred cattle, I also think of Zina S. Crane—Fairview 
Farms—and Pure Bred Holsteins. 

Mr. Zina S. Crane of Oneida, Ill., began farming while 
quite a young man, as a renter with only a limited amount 
of capital but an enormous amount of ambition to own and 
operate his own farm. Today he is the proud owner of 
Fairview Farms, one of the most modern and up-to-date 
farms in Western Illinois, consisting of 160 acres of good 
land on which he keeps a splendid herd of high producing 
Holsteins which provide the principal source of income. 
He is yet under forty years of age and he attributes his 
success to a large extent to the fact that he got started 
right—with Pure Bred Holsteins. 

“I always loved cows”, said Mr. Crane to me one day, 
“And I firmly made up my mind that when I started farm- 
ing that I would own a few good Pure Bred Holsteins as 
soon as I was able to own them.” Being somewhat short 
of finances, he was unable to buy any cattle until 1915, 
when he purchased two good Pure Bred Holstein Cows 
from Mr. Chas. Bartlette of Knoxville, Ill., who at that 
time was selling out his herd. It was from these good old 
faithful Bossies that Mr. Crane built up the splendid herd 
of high producing Holsteins which he owns today. 


From the very beginning, he was very much pleased 
with his cows because he learned that they not only paid 
him a good price for the feed that they eat but also paid 
him a very nice profit also, so as his herd increased, his 
cream checks likewise increased. At first he sold his dairy 
products in the form of sour cream to the creamery; how- 
ever he soon found that this was very unsatisfactory be- 
cause all the patrons were paid the same prices regardless 
of the quality of the products which they were selling. So 
he reasoned the thing out that if he could only produce jus,’ 
a little better product than his neighbors that the market 
conditions would adjust themselves accordingly. Well, 
why couldn’t he do this anyway? All the neighbors said 
that he had the best herd of cows for miles around. 

About this time, the Knox County Farm Bureau, of 
which Mr. Crane was a member, was advocating the test- 
ing of all dairy cattle in Knox County for Tuberculosis 
and in some cases were actually helping to do the work 
themselves. The plan seemed a feasible one to do; so 
contrary to the advice of all his neighbors, Mr. Crane had 
his entire herd of Holsteins tested by the Federal Veterin- 
arian, as the Farm Bureau had suggested. Lost all of his 

in fact, he never lost a one of them. 

Then, he said to himself, “Pure, Wholesome Milk from 
Pure Bred Holstein Cows free from Tuverculosis—ought 
to sell”. Only a few days later he closed a yearly contract 
with the Galesburg Club of Galesburg, IIl., for his entire 
output at 40c per gallon. His neighbors marveled at his 
success and when they gathered together they would ask, 
“How does he do it?” Mr. Crane explains the fact by say- 
ing that men do not plant corn blindfolded so why milk 
cows that way? He firmly believes that the amount of 
brains that one puts into the Dairy Business will to a 
large extent determine the profits that he will receive. 
For instance, he knew that his milk checks each month 
were very satisfactory but he often wondered which cows 
in his herd were really delivering the goods and which 
ones that were not producing as they should. In order to 
make sure of the thing and actually know which were his 
most profitable cows, he joined the Knox-Warren County 
Cow Testing Association. The records made in that Asso- 
ciation are proof within themselves of the advisability of 
the plan. During the year 1921-1922, his herd made the 
remarkable average production per cow of 12,064 lbs. Milk 
and 354.3 lbs. of Butterfat with an average feed cost of 
$74.06 per cow. A little more than 6 tons of milk for 


F OR two years of my life I have had the opportunity to 


i 


$74.06 with Pure Breds. His herd was also the highest 
Milk Producing herd in the Association that year over ajj 
breeds which, again proved to him that his Pure Breg 
Holsteins were profitable. He likewise did some Advanceg 
Registry Testing with equally good results. He Says 
“Testing eliminates Guessing.” ‘ 

Mr. Crane fed his cows a good well balanced ration 
made up chiefly of feeds which he grows on his own farm 
using Alfalfa, Hay, Corn Silage, Corn and Cob Meal, ang 
Ground Oats as a basis for his rations. He gives his cows 
only the ordinary care and treatment that the ordinary 
Corn Belt Farmer can give his cows. He fed them at def. 
inite hours and milked them at stated intervals. His herg 
has again been tested for Tuberculosis and no reactors 
were found by the Federal Veterinarian and today he has 
the honor of owning the first Federal Accredited Tuber. 
culosis Free herd in Knox County. 

He still supplies the Galesburg Club with “Pure, Whole. 
some Milk from Pure Bred Holsteins free irom Tubercy. 
losis”, and his monthly milk check for December 1929, 
amounted to $387.52 from only ten Pure Bred Cows. Mr. 
Crance attributes his success to three things—Hard Work 
—A Good Wife—And Pure Bred Holsteins. 

It is on visits to farms like Fairview Farms where yoy 
see little Dale and Russell playing with their “De Kol 
Dogs” and “Johanna Cats” that makes J. B. Countiss, 
former tester for that Association feel that he had the 
best job on earth visiting such farms.

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The Lengthening Sale Calendar 


he lengthening calendar of auction sales scheduled 
7 for the fall season indicates increasing confidence on 

the part of breeders—a belief that the demand for 
cattle will absorb these numerous offerings at reasonably 
satisfactory prices. Evidence is multiplying that there is 
a better feeling among breeders, more optimism, a gen- 
eral belief that the turning point has been passed. The 
healthy average of the National Sale at Cleveland last 
June is one important factor and the lengthening sale cal- 
endar is simply a concrete manifestation of this feeling. 


Although a number of attractive sales are to be held 
in September, the real test of the strength of the market 
will come in October. During that month will be held 
the National Dairy Show Sale at Syracuse, a national 
event in which state organizations generally are helping 
to line up the best possible entry list. Great plans are 
also being made for the Eastern States Breeders’ Sale at 
West Chester, Pa., the day preceding the Dairy Show Sale. 
Much interest also attaches to the announcement of a re- 
duction sale by Senator Hackney, the week following the 
Dairy Show, when a select draft of one hundred head 
from this great herd will be offered at auction. This sale 
comes on the two days preceding the National Homestead 
Sale at Watertown, Wisconsin, which unique event is al- 
ready attracting much attention, as will the Second An- 
nual K. P. O. P. National Sale at Des Moines, Iowa, the 
following month. Another old established herd to be dis- 
persed is that of B. F. Jones & Son, of Pennsylvania, a 
herd enjoying an excellent reputation for type and pro- 
duction. Breeders in the Mississippi Valley are making 
plans on the show and sale at St. Louis in October, and the 
regular series of established Wisconsin Sales will be held 
in November. In addition, there is a splendid list of coun- 
ty consignment sales and smaller dispersal sales offering 
a wide range of selections. 

Upon every sale promoter and consignor to these sales 
an obligation rests—to run them just as cleanly and in 
as high class a manner as possible. Let us give the Hol- 
stein market a fair chance to come back by cutting out 
bye-bidding and other shady practices, let us select cattle 
that have a fair chance to make good for the purchaser, 
remembering that counterfeits should go over the butch- 
er’s block, rather than the auctioneer’s. Above all let us 
stand squarely back of our cattle in a way that will in- 
spire confidence. 

With the comparatively small number of animals that 
have been sold during the past year and a half, there 
should be no question about the market absorbing the 
number of animals that will be offered. Let us constantly 
bear in mind, however, that we owe it to the industry to 
keep our sales upon a high plane of integrity and that we 
owe it to ourselves to choose sound, merchandising, bvs- 
iness methods. Let’s give the industry a chance to come 
back in a sound and sane manner. 
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Thoughts on the Dairy Show 


HE National Dairy Association is the parent associa. 
T tion of the National Dairy Show and has been since 

1905 actively engaged in promoting as an agricultural 
and educational factor this great annual exhibition of 
dairy machinery and pure bred cattle. The first show 
was held in the Chicago coliseum in February 1906, ang 
the seventeenth National Dairy Exposition will be hejg 
at the State Fair Grounds, Syracuse, N. Y., October 6th 
to 13th. 

The coming show will mark the second invasion of the 
East on the part of this educational exposition, it having 
previously shown in 1916 at Springfield, Mass., where 
a drive for a return to dairy agriculture was launched 
Following the Springfield Exposition the Eastern States 
Exposition came into existence and has been a great fac. 
tor in promoting dairy agriculture each year. This year 
following the two years the National Dairy Show spent at 
St. Paul, there will be a Northwest Dairy Exposition tak. 
ing up the lines of work along dairy education as fostereg 
by the two annual visits of the parent show to that sec. 
tion of the country. 

New York and the Eastern States are again signally 
honored by the return of the show. It comes at the inyi- 
tation of agricultural leaders, Chambers of Commerce in 
Syracuse and other cities, breed and college organiza. 
tions. It comes because a need is felt in this section of 
the country for an exposition of what our dairy industry 
has become. 

The National Dairy Show affords a true prospective 
of the dairy industry as a whole. It is educational and 
instructive. It is of particular financial value to the see. 
tion it visits. It is of inestimable educational value to a 
much larger section—we might include:the entire nation— 
surrounding the locale of the exposition. Its benefit will 
be lasting, too. 

We, who are engaged in dairy agriculture throughout 
the East have a keen obligation toward this show. It is 
our duty to “sell” the advantages of this show to advocates 
of every breed, to manufactures of dairy machinery, to 
producers of dairy products. To make the show worth 
while we must get the public to attend and with the open- 
ing date less than two months away, it is high time that 
the machinery of selling this great exposition to the pub- 
lic be thrown into high speed and go about the distribu- 
tion of its message. 

Theodore Roosevelt said: ““Every man owes part of his 
time to the up-building of the industry to which he be- 
longs.” 

Following the teaching of this revered leader and ap- 
plying it to our problem of the next two months we as 
Holstein men, as Jersey men, as Guernsey men, as Ayr. 
shire men, as Brown Swiss men, as producers of dairy

D. D. Aitken 


ICHIGAN breeders on August 11th, paid tribute to 
M the work of D. D. Aitken as a Holstein breeder and 

dean of American Holstein extension workers is a 
round-up held at his farm. They were joined by a notable 
company of personal friends and Holstein workers from 
other states. The story of this testimonial to Mr. Aitken’s 
labors in behalf of the Holstein cow appeared last week 
in these columns. 

D. D. Aitken deserves large praise for his champion- 
ship of the Holstein cow. He was elected president of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association on June 2d, 1914, follow- 
ing a year of activity as an important member of the 
committee on reorganization which drafted the present 
by-laws. He served as president seven years, being suc- 
ceeded in June 1921, by Governor Frank O. Lowden. When 
he entered upon the duties of the presidency the member- 
ship numbered 6,463. When he retired in 1921, the mem- 
bership had reached 19,811. During the fiscal year 1914, 
the Association recorded 54.000 animals and transferred 
63.000. At the close of 1921, it had recorded during the 
fiscal year, nearly 128,000 animals and had transferred an 
equal number. The reserve fund in June 1914, was $150,- 
000. In June 1921, it had reached a total of $343,000. 
These figures show something of the growth of the Asso- 
ciation during the period of Mr. Aitken’s very active and 
militant leadership. His ideas of extension work, his 
forceful message to the farm public, his leadership in Hol- 
stein affairs played a mighty important part in the reach- 
ing of these goals. 

The Association has always had the benefit of wonder- 
ful leadership in its high offices and D. D. Aitken has been 
a shining example of the best that that company has 
produced. 
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Mr. Aitken’s work as a breeder of Holstein-“riesian 
cattle affords another source of pride to his friends 
throughout the Holstein business. 

A number of his animals have broken world’s rec- 
ords for production, while the present pride of the herd 
is one of the very few cows with five 30-lb. records. The 
famous King Ona was a former herd sire, and Maple 
Crest Korndyke Hengerveld, the only living Century sire, 
has -long stood in service here. Type goes along with 
production in the Aitken herd. 

Mr. Aitken has earned a very high place in the regard 
of the Holstein public. He has been undoubtedly one of 
the most effective extension workers for the cow he loves 
and the association he highly respects that it has been 
our privilege to work under. We are indeed fortunate 
to have men like him vitally interested in our progress, 
giving time, money and what is more valuable, energetic 
leadership to the cause of the Holstein. We rejoice that 
he is still with us, still enthusiastic, still in harness and 
trust that we may have many years more with him, bene- 
fitting by his advice and able counsel and enjoying his 
association and friendship.

vision. This great heifer freshened at two years, eleven 
months, eight days, and made a record of 29.68 Ibs. 
butter, 703.8 lbs. milk, being the second two-year-old re- 
ported with a production above 700 lbs. milk in 7 days. 
During her best seven consecutive days, which did not 
come during the same period as her highest butter pro- 
duction, she produced 740.4 lbs. milk. This exceeds the 
new record established during the past year by Johanna 
Boelyn Gem Segis. Her 30-day record is 116.92 lbs. but- 
ter, 3,092.3 lbs. milk, this being the first record ever made 
by a two-year-old heifer above, 3,000 lbs. milk in 30 days, 
and exceeding the former record of De Kol Paul Cornu- 
copia of 2,836.5 lbs. milk which has stood on top in this 
class for twelve years. The splendid work was main- 
tained officially for sixty days with a production of 229.48 
lbs. butter, 5,856.8 Ibs. milk, an average of practically 97.5 
Ibs. milk per day for the full period. Her best official 
day’s production 112.2 lbs. These records for both milk 
and butter are state records for Pennsylvania in the se- 
nior two-year-old class and her milk records, as stated, 
have never been beaten by a heifer under three years of 
age. She is a daughter of Champion Echo Sylvia Pon- 
tiac, famous son of May Echo Sylvia, and her dam before 
her had a three-year-old record of 724.5 lbs. milk, 30.23

NATIONAL CLUB EMBLEM 
ADOPTED 


By a majority vote of the states, a 
National emblem for club members 
has been adopted. The design is be- 
ing patented and protected and will 
be awarded only to club members 
who have satisfactorily completed 
one or more years of club work. 

The pin outline is octagonal, the 
four-leaf clover with the 4-H’s show- 
ing up well against the back ground. 

The bronze pin is used for the first 
year; oxidized silver for the second 
year; rose gold for the third and 
Jeweled rose gold for the fourth. The 
pits may be secured only after the 
order has been approved by a Direc- 
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tor of Extension at the State College. 
They are manufactured by Warren- 
Kahse, Inc., 156 E. Main Street, Roch- 
ester, New York, the cost being very 
nominal. 

“Back as far as 1914 there has been 
a country wide desire for a national 
medal” writes Mr. Ivan L. Hobson of 
the office of Extension Work, Wash- 
ington. Club leaders and friends of 
club work everywhere will rejoice to 
know that this medal of honor is now 
available. The work of designing a 
special pin for club leaders is now 
in progress and an official emblem of 
this sort may be adopted in the near 
future.

DEAN OF NEBRASKA HOLSTEIN 
BREEDERS KILLED BY TRAIN 


D. E. C. Brown, owner of Center 
Mound Stock Farm, and A. L. Wolles, 
retired farmer, both of Fullerton, 
Nance county, were instantly killed, 
June 30, at a crossing of the U. P. R. 
R., when the fast mail hit the rear 
of their auto, hurling them over one 
hundred feet and completely demol- 
ishing the car. The cause of the ac- 
cident will never be known, though 
it is thought to be due to Mr. Wolles 
driving his friend’s car, a make which 
he had not driven recently. They 
had just left Henry Stubbe’s farm 
with a little pure bred Holstein male 
calf which Mr. Brown was holding in 
the back of the car. 

During his life time, Mr. Brown had 
often expressed the wish that he 
might die in the harness and with his 
boots on, as he could not bear leav- 
ing his Black and Whites, referring 
to his pure bred Holstein cattle and 
Poland China hogs. Providence 
granted him his request and when 
Mr. Stubbe with others went to pick 
up all that was earthly of this whole- 
hearted lover of good stock, he found 
Mr. Brown’s arms still around the 
little calf. “Greater love hath no man 
than this, that he giveth his life for 
his friend.” The Book does not spec- 
ify whether the friend be man or 
beast. 

David Edward Campbell Brown 
was in Abingdon, Virginia, February 
29, 1859, and was still in the prime of 
manhood when death came, June 30, 
1923. He was united in marriage to 
Miss Rebecca R. Denton, on April 14, 
1883. One daughter was born to them 
who died in infancy. Immediately 
after their marriage they came to 
Arlington, Nebraska where they lived 
until 1893, when they came to Fuller- 
ton. Mr. Brown leaves his invalid 
wife; also three sisters and three 
brothers, and a legion of friends in 
all walks of life to mourn his untime- 
ly departure. 

Mr. Brown purchased his first pure 
bred Holsteins in 1900 though he had 
been using pure bred sires before 
this. He became a member of the 
National Holstein Association short- 
ly afterwards. He was also a charter 
member of sthe Nebraska ,Holstein 
Club. Always was he a consistent 
booster of the Holstein cow, “The 
real farmer’s cow” as he expressed 


it. Many a young man hag been 
started in the pure bred business 
through the help and cooperation of 
Mr. Brown. Owing to his wife’s 
health, Mr. Brown never undertook 
official testing but bred animals of a 
quality that made good when given 
opportunity in other herds. 

in addition to his activities in the 
pure bred business, Mr. Brown found 
time to sponsor the Nance County 
Fair which is rapidly taking its place 
among the leading fairs of the state. 
He was also associated in many of 
the enterprises of the town and coun- 
ty, was president of the Fullerton El- 
evator and a director of the Farmer’s 
State Bank. Fraternally, he was a 
member of the Masonic, I. O. O. F., 
and Woodmen Lodges. 
“None knew him but to love him, 
None named him but to praise.”

In the University of Wisconsin 
dairy herd is a Holstein cow which 
has made a notable long-time record, 
possibly a world record. The cow is 
Artis Piebe De Kol, who is now 17 
years of age and is still milking. 

She first freshened at two years of 
age, and since that time she has pro- 
duced an average of 34.3 pounds of 
milk per day for every day of the en- 
tire 15 years. She was, of course, 
not in milk during the entire period 
and in fact, she went two years be- 
tween freshenings prior to dropping 
her last calf. Her average yearly pro- 
duction for 15 consecutive years is 
12,520 pounds of milk and 426.19 
pounds of butterfat. The records of 
production are the stabte_ records 
that have accumulated with the ex- 
ception of her record last year, when 
at 16 years of age she produced on 
semi-official work, 17,905.4 pounds of 
milk and 594.96 pounds of fat. There 
are four other instances in which her 
yearly production was over 500 
pounds of fat. Several years ago she 
made a seven-day record of 27 pounds 
of butter. 

The important thing about her rec- 
ord is the remarkable average for 15 
consecutive years regardless of the 
portion of that time that she was ac- 
tually in milk. The total production 
is 93.9 tons of milk and 3.19 tons of 
fat. ” 
Feed consumption information for 
her long-time service is of interest. 
During the 15 years she consumed the 
following amounts of feeds:

Using prices which are a fair av- 
erage, Artis has produced $2.45 worth 
of dairy products for every dollar’s 
worth of feed consumed, which gives 
a net return over feed cost of $2,- 
223.76 in addition to the value of her 
offspring. 

Her progeny have inherited much 
of her ability as large, economical 


producers, in fact, there is not one 
of her descendants in the herd which 
does not possess the ability to pro- 
duce well. 

Artis is a large framed cow, her 
average weight in working condition 
being about 1400 pounds. She shows 
remarkable feed and udder capacity 
and possesses a strong dairy tendency 
or a remarkable ability to convert her 
feed into milk and butterfat. Her 
sire was not of the most desirable 
type from the standpoint of beauty 
and was used in another herd while 
his first daughters were developing. 
He there contracted tuberculosis and 


was therefore never brought back 
into the University herd.

INTERESTING BULL ASSOCIATION 
FIGURES 

That the need of purebred bulls is 
urgent in many parts of the country 
is evident from the facts brought out 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture’s study of eight districts 
in the states of Iowa, Minnesota and

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Massachusetts, in which there were 
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no bull associations. In this survey 
information was obtained regarding 
1,219 farmers owning 817 bulls whose 
average value was $76. Had the farm- 
ers of these cheap bulls been proper- 
ly organized the same investment 
would have purchased the necessary 
pulls of an average value of $283. On 
the farms mentioned nearly four 
times as many bulls were used as 
would have been required under 
proper organization. The farmers 

were therefore feeding four bulls 
when they should have been feeding 
only one. 

Data from one of the first associa- 
tions organized under the direction of 
the Department of Agriculture illus- 
trates this very well. Before the asso- 
ciation was formed the bulls in use 
had an average market value of $89. 
The average price paid by the associ- 
ation for registered bulls was $240. 
Price does not always correspond to 
value; yet as the bulls were carefully 
selected the price in this case is doubt- 
less a fair index of true worth. In 
this association each farmer’s invest- 
ment for a share in a good registered 
bull was $14 less than his former in- 
vestment in an animal of inferior 
breeding and doubtful merit. 


Actual first-cost figures from other 
cooperative bull associations are even 
more encouraging. In one association 
having more than 100 members the 
original cost to each member was only 
$23. The members already have had 
the use of good purebred bulls for 
four years and probably will have 
their use six years longer without ad- 
litional cost other than maintenance. 
Another association with more than 
50 members has had the use of good 
purebred bulls for more than seven 
years at an average investment of less 
than $25 a member, with prospects of 
being able to use them for three or 
four years more. Practically all dairy- 
men desire to raise purebred cattle, 
but comparatively few can afford in- 
dividually to purchase such bulls as 
are needed to develop a profitable 
purebred herd. The bull association 
overcomes the_ difficulty, and _ the 
money saved can be used toward the 
purchase of registered females. 

The dairymen in the States of Idaho 
and Utah are adopting the bull associ- 
ation plan and have made rapid prog- 
ress during the past year. Idaho now 
has 29 bull associations owning 129

So I 
was detailed to test this pair and I 
took my testing kit, jug of acid, etc., 
and met the cows at Grand Rapids. 
“Amy came in by truck from Battle 
Creek, about a 50-mile haul. Canary 
had but a three-mile jaunt as Mr. 
Waters’ farm is close to Grand 
Rapids. As soon as the cows were 
tied in their stalls in the box car, 
they were milked. I weighed the 
milk, took samples, cooled them down 
with cold water carried on the car, 
and locked the samples in my test 
box. The six o’clock and midnight 
milkings were made while the freight 
pulling the Michigan consignment 


Lansing. No body hurt but the road- 
way was piled up so that it was 
apparent it would take eight or ten 
hours to clear things away. We ran 
onto a siding and milked out the cows 
there. 

“IT now had four milkings to test 
out and when I got set up to run and 
went to the engine to get hot water, 
they were pulling away. Those rail- 
road men work so many hours and 
quite, you know, and they wouldn't 
stay to accommodate a_ cow, of 
course! Well, I loaded my samples, 
acid glassware, etc., in a pail and 
started out for a farm house. The 
first one I came to was a mile from 
the train and the farmer acted a little 
leery at first. Never heard of such a 
thing as testing a cow for milk and 
butterfat production! But he rigged 
up a gasoline stove for me and sure 
got interested in the proposition 
before I left.

I ran out on the train when we got 
under way again, getting the neces- 
sary hot water from the engine. |!
